Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
malting and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 17 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for correlating, does not reasonably provide enablement for 
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correlating perfomned by a computer. The specification does not enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. The 
specification merely repeats the claim language of claim 17, however, the 
specification does not describe to enable to one skilled in the art of how the 
correlating step recited in claim 17 is performed through a computer readable 
medium processed by a computer. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 7,9,11,13,15 and 20 are allowed. 

6. Claim 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the claim objection, 
set forth in this Office action. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
present application discloses a method and an apparatus of correlation system 
comprising frequency adding means and adder and a correlator. Prior art does not 
explicitly teach the combined limitations of a frequency adding means, an adder 
adding reference signals RO(t) and R1(t)-Rn(t) and providing R(t). and a correlator.
